I hofie it will not appear inconsistent 
with these preliminary concessions to de- 
clare that I cannot believe in the divine 
origin or utility of rerivals.

be classed. I think, with those popular 
delusions which, in almost every age of 
the Christian era, have occasionally 
taken possession of tbe public mind. Nor 
can 1 admit that they are productive di- 
rectly of a single benefit. I sup] toae that, 
instead of promoting true religion, they 
tend only to injure it — toexert only a del- 
eterions influence upon the interests of 1 
sound morals and unrtefiled Christianity. | 
I will now specify in very brief term* 
some of tbe reasons tor entertaining the 
above opinions.

sample. M r. ‘Bancroft, our late Minister 
to the Court of Great Britain, remark*, in 
his History of the United States a most 
authentic work 1 . that once, during a 
great rerival soeue in Boston, many per- 
sons were with difficulty restrained from 
self-murder on account of their appre- 
hension of punishment in tbe unseen 
world. Frenzy, ii is well known, often 
hurries person* blindfold upon the verv 
doom which they most dread. He telf* 
u* that one unhappy mother murdered 1 
her own children, saying: “Now I am 
relieved from all doubt, for I have com- ' 
milted an offeuse of the most aggravated 
guilt, which cannot be pardoned. Hav - 1 
iug destroyed tbe infam of my bosom, 1 1 
am now certain of tieiug condemned to 
eternal punishment " A few year* ago. 
since my settlement in this plaice, a gen- 
tleman at the North, who sustained an 
unexceptionable character, went from a 
revival meeting, seized hi* three young- 
est children and threw them off from a 
bridge into tbe river, where they were 1 
drowned. Tbe unfortunate lather inade 
no effort to escape, but justified himself 
by alleging that love for hia children had 
led him to take their lives. “They were 
too young," said he. “to commit actual 
tra n sgression, and are consequently n<>w 
in heaven. But if they had grown up 
and died in imfieuitenoe their eternity 
would have been passed in the region* 01 
despair.” This murderer was not capi- 
tally punished, nor was he regarded by 
his neigiit>ons as really guilty iu the sight 
of God. How could they have derided 
differently? Did be not decide correct ty 
from the premiaes neouguized by hisow.. 
church” Almost every mail bring- us 
new* of similar hozrora and deeolationa.
